JUNIOR POSSE ON THE ob 





This Harris County riding group may be the nation’s best-traveled 


“Everybody who’s going to San 
Antonio—into the arena!” 

Almost before he had finished 
shouting that, the slim man on the 
white horse was surrounded by ex- 
pectant, eager faces. 

He was Buster Snyder, veteran 
mounted drillmaster, and the young- 
sters were members of what may well 
be the most widely-traveled group of 
young riders in the nation—the Jun- 
ior Deputy Sheriff's Mounted Posse 
of Harris County—and the oldest 
continuous organization of its kind 
in Texas. 

Once more, as they have several 
dozen times a year for more than 
eight years, the posse was about to hit 
the road. This time the show was at 
San Antonio, the eighth year of per- 
formance there, and parents as well 
as their children crowded about to 
get last minute instructions from Sny- 
der. Minutes later, the weekly drill 
began. 

“We make about 30 shows a year,” 
he explained later. “They range any- 
where from 25 to 150 miles away 
from Houston.” 

When the junior posse moves, 
therefore, it becomes a caravan of 
families, pulling trailers—and_ horses 
that have become veteran travelers. 
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—By Bob Gray- 


From long experience, the posse can 
pull into a city, unload and go into 
action in an arena practically on 
minutes’ notice. 

But that’s not what makes the posse 
interesting to many horsemen, young 
and adult, in Texas. The way the 
group is set up, its way of solving 
problems, the things that hold it to- 
gether—these are also things attract- 
ing state-wide attention. 


Snyder, the group’s drillmaster 
since 1955, is being asked to visit po- 
tential junior posse organizers in other 
Texas cities. Several such young rid- 
ing units are already in action, others 
are in the process of forming. 


The stumbling blocks to keeping 
such a group going are obvious: It 
takes the time and some money on the 
part of parents, an arena in which to 
work out, plus dedicated adults to 
support and promote regular activi- 
ties. 

Today, the Harris County junior 
posse has two lighted arenas on West 
Little York Road, along Houston’s 
western perimeter, located on a 10 
acre tract of level, cleared land. It 
stages weekly drills—Sunday after- 
noons during school months, Wednes- 
day nights in summer. 


In its 50 member riding body are 
more than two full teams for drills 
and performances. The youngsters 
range from six to 18 years old, pro- 
vide their own horses, transportation, 
equipment and most of their uni- 
formed attire. They pay 50 cents dues 
a month, per person. 

“The purpose of this is to develop 
a youth activity for girls and boys 
who love horses and want the experi- 
ence of training horses and showing

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the results,” Snyder says. 

“Families get just as much kick out 
of it as the kids do too. Oh, it in- 
volves a lot of hauling and hard work 
and it costs something—but they'd 
be spending it for some other hobby 
anyway.” 

Mostly, it took time and work to 
build the Harris County group to the 
point it has now reached, explains 
junior posse president J. C. Lowe, 
one of the parents who has invested 
much of both. 

“Most of the arenas came from 
the sweat of poppas,” he grins. “Sher- 
iff Kern (C. V. Buster Kern of Har- 
ris County) helped us get the stands 
and bought chaps for the posse— 
that’s the only item of equipment 
they’re furnished. 

“On out-of-town trips the Sheriff 
helps get dormitory rooms and ac- 
commodations but to pay for 
everything, every April we have the 
Junior Deputy talent show, to raise 
money.” 

This, he said, also helps support 
the activities of a far-flung youth pro- 
gram started by Kern years ago. It 
now includes, in addition to the jun- 
ior posse, a band, rifle team, two base- 
ball teams and a military drill team. 

The group is governed by an 
elected group of parents which in- 
cludes a president, a vice-president, 
secretary, treasurer, drill master and 
a board of directors which includes 
12 members. 

They give much credit for the pos- 
se’s success to the drillmaster. 

“He holds it together,” said one. 
“Plus the congeniality of the parents 
and keeping the kids busy. But a 
drillmaster who knows what he’s 
doing is the big part of it.” 

Some of the most spectacular rid- 
ing done by the posse is the yearly 
pony express-type run from Houston 
to Brenham. It involves 51 riders, 
each covering one mile of the 79-mile 
distance—which means that some 
early riders, after going their first leg, 
load up and haul their horse to an- 
other point and ride a second leg of 
the relay journey. The riders must 
average about 15 miles an hour. 

The purpose of the ride, just be- 
fore Houston Stock Show time each 
February, is to invite Brenham’s 
Mayor Reese Lockett to bring his 
mammoth Salt Grass Trail Ride to 
Houston. It’s going there anyway, of 
course—the ride lets people know the 
stock show is about to start. The 
posse rides for the ninth year this 
month at the Houston stock show. 

So accustomed has the posse be- 
come to cross-country jaunts that in- 
vitations have come in for many out- 
of-state appearances. The only one 
accepted to date, president Lowe ex- 
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plained, was at Abbeyville, Louisiana, 
since school in the winter keeps the 
posse at home. 

But there is variety in the posse’s 
existence, Snyder says, to keep not 
only the members but the public in- 
terested. 

“Each year we change a portion of 
the drill,’ he explained, “because a 
show with the same old thing is like 
seeing the same circus every year.” 

It is questionable whether any cir- 
cus has more action than the young 
posse members—who ‘make the team’ 
on the basis of their riding, not on 
their age or size. 

Currently, in their drill, they first 
circle the arena, then split into a pin- 
wheel bowline. Next they do figure 
eights in doubles and singles, then 
form an H for “Hello” to the place 
where they’re riding. After that 
comes a figure K for “Kern,” the 
Sheriff whose county they represent. 
Next comes a double line of inter- 
weaving riders, followed by four small 
wagon wheels revolving around the 
four flag bearers. 























Flagbearers Donna Pratt, Sharon Heath, 
Jack Luetge and Billy Croley lead the 
junior posse into the arena to start 
the drill. 


The posse forms a large wagon 
wheel in the center of the arena, then 
a double bowline, which splits the rid- 
ers into two segments on opposite 
sides of the arena. They cross over, 
the lines passing through each other,

then make a series of hearts by cir- 
cling the four flag riders. The flags, 
followed by the two “mascots,” on 
Shetlands, exit last. 

Their horses? “I don’t guess there’s 
10 registered horses in the posse,” 
Snyder figures. The mounts include 
all size, shapes and colors. It’s the 
young riders he pays most attention 
to, it’s clear. 

“We've never had a casualty... . 
we can even count the spills on two 
hands. 

“Unless,” he adds, smiling, “you 
can count bumping a flag horse as an 
accident.”

Here are symptoms to tell you when foaling is near 


—By Dr. Gene Williams DVM 


Foaling time brings with it added 
tension to the larger breeders and 
probably some sleepless nights for the 
fellow who has two or three mares he 
intends to foal himself. 

While by far the greater percent- 
age of mares foal with no trouble at 
all and the foal gets off to a good 
healthy start in life, the margin be- 
tween life and death in the foal, 
well as the mare, is oft-times a very 
narrow one. Often a minor problem 
develops into a major or fatal one 
from lack of assistance at the right 
time. In other instances, assistance 
isn’t needed and may do more harm 
than good. 

Figures for a normal gestation of 
the mare vary from 315 to 350 days. 
Research indicates that horse colts 
are carried longer than fillies. The 
difference however is not significant 
since it amounts to only 2-4 days at 
most. 

Disease will play an important role 
in determining the gestation period. 
I am speaking, of course, of mild in- 
fections. Acute infections would re- 
sult in abortion. 

Usually the first sign of foaling is 
that the mare starts to “make bag.” 
It may start several weeks prior to 
the due date and progress slowly un- 
til 24-48 hours before foaling. 

At this stage “waxing” usually oc- 
curs. This term stems from the honey- 
colored waxy secretion that forms at 
the end of each teat. This may be 
expected to remain 12-24 hours at 
which time it softens and gets stringy, 
falls off and then milk is seen to drip 
or possibly stream from each teat. 
This, when accompanied by other 
signs, is quite a reliable indication 
that foaling will occur in a matter of 
12-24 hours. 

At this time, the vulva will be 
noticed to be swollen and the muscles 
relaxed in the pelvic region. The mare 
will appear to be loose about the 
coupling and hip joints. 

As all this transpires the mare will 
show other characteristic actions. She 
has a tendency to be alone. She 
doesn’t even travel with her “buddy” 
when turned out. She may show an 
unfriendly attitude by pinning back 
her ears and offering to kick intrud- 
ers. 

Later she will be nervous and show 
crampy symptoms. The tail will be 

raised and small amounts of urine 
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will be passed frequently. She may 
appear “‘colicy” by pawing, looking 
back at her flank, or gently kicking 
toward her abdomen. 

While many of the “signs” are seen 
during the day, through some form of 
control by the mare or mother na- 
ture, the act of foaling is somehow 
delayed until night in the majority 
of cases 

Walking the stall and grabbing a 
bit of hay from the rack and possibly 
breaking a sweat on the neck or 
flanks, or maybe all over, is the usual 
beginning of labor. At this time there 
is a reflex evacuation of both bladder 
and rectum to lessen the resistance to 
the passage of the foal. 

The “water-bag” usually breaks 
and this seems to give a momentary 
relief of 15-30 minutes or longer. 
Eventually she will carefully pick a 
spot and lie down. Although one or 
both fore feet may have been visible 
before, it is now, as the powerful 
muscles of the abdomen join the uter- 
ine contractions, that labor actually 
commences. 

Birth is usually accomplished with 
amazing speed and ease if everything 
is as it “should be. This is one of the 
main reasons that an assistant should 
be near. 

As the heavy muscles of the mare 
contract, something has to give. If a 
foot is in bad position it may be 
forced through the wall of the rec- 
tum. Then, as foaling is accomplished, 
the rectum is torn outwardly—result- 
ing in a recto-vaginal fistula that 
must be repaired. 

These symptoms of a mare ap- 
proaching her foaling date are the 
usual ones and certainly do not cover 
all mares. 

When labor starts observe the one 
rule—do not rush a foaling mare. 
Control your impulse to grab the fore 
legs and start pulling. Just watch, if 
both forelegs and muzzle are showing, 
it is a good indication that.all is well. 
After all, this is a terminal phase of 
the most complex and involved phe- 
nomenon known—that of reproduc- 
tion. 

We stand in awe at the superhu- 
man accuracy and timing displayed 
by nature in the creation of a new 
being—then by clumsy and ignorant 
interference we try to improve on the 
final touch—delivery. Certainly, 
mother nature pulls a boner now and

then but compared to human errors 
they are, to put it mildly, insignifi- 
cant. 

Following foaling, most mares will 
pass the placenta within 15-30 min- 
utes. Mares that retain their placenta 
or any attachment of it more than 
three hours should not be considered 
for breeding at “foal heat,” usually 
nine days after foaling. 

Although it is not unusual for 
mares to carry the afterbirth, or por- 
tions, for 12-24 hours without appar- 
ent ill effect, it is definitely courting

disaster to knowingly permit this to 
occur. “Foal Founder,” caused usual- 
ly by retained placenta, can in severe 
cases cause the mare to stop eating 
and dry up her milk in a few days. 

Mares that have foaled should be 
examined for tears or lacerations of 
the genital tract and these lesions 
should be treated. 

After the foal arrives the first con- 
cern for it is the dressings for the 
navel cord, which is usually tincture 
of iodine applied liberally and then 
some sulfa powder applied daily un- 
til the stump is dry. 

Next concern, and one when over- 
looked may cause the loss of a foal, 
is an-enema of warm, soapy water to 
help the foal pass the hard mecomium 
balls that are present in the rectum 
and colon at birth. 

This procedure is a routine one on 
many breeding farms and _ ranches. 
The water for the enema is allowed 
to flow by gravity. Do not use force 
in this procedure. It may _ prove 
necessary to repeat this performance 
if the colt is seen to be straining. 

This has been a very sketchy dis- 
cussion of a quite technical subject. 
I wish there was room here for a dis- 
cussion that would fit every indivi- 
dual problem, but of course that 
would be impossible. I hope that has 
helped someone a little. 
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Hollywood Snapper Takes Open 
Cutting Crown At Fort Worth 


Fort Worth, Feb. 7—Hollywood 
Snapper, a dun gelding with lightning 
reflexes, left Texas’ most famous cow- 
town with $2,262.44 to show for his 
10 days work in the country’s hottest 
cutting competition. 

In the finals of the Fort Worth 
stock show’s Open cutting, the vet- 
eran competitor from Sonny Braman’s 
Ohio ranch edged out the G. B. How- 
ell entry from Dallas, Isis. It 
four-horse contest of champions. 

Snapper was ridden by Dale Wil- 
kinson of Findlay, Ohio. Isis was rid- 
den by the veteran trainer, Matlock 
Rose. In a two-way tie for third was 
the second-ranked horse in the coun- 
try, Poco Lena, ridden by B. A. Skip- 
per, Jr, of Longview, the owner, and 
im E spy on his Fort Davis winner, 
Little Wante. In the finals, Holly- 
wood Snapper won $832.80, Isis won 
$624.60 and the two tied horses car- 
ried home $312.30 plus their first two 
go-round monies. 

The registered Quarter Horse cut- 
ting competition saw some of the same 
champions again in the money. How- 
ever, the Pinehurst Ranch entry, 
Hollywood Cat, won the senior per- 
formance cutting with the Ohio Open 
winner second, Jeff Bracken’s Tyler 
entry, Ceaser’s Pudden third, and Isis 
fourth. 

Holly Miss 89 from the Phillips 
Ranch at Frisco was first in the junior 
cutting and the same ranch took top 
honors in junior roping with a win by 
Rex Del Rancho. 

This same Phillips horse proved his 
versatility by later winning first in 
junior registered reining. 

First place in senior roping went to 
Bug House, a Byrel Hittson entry from 
Breckenridge, Texas. 

Senior reining honors went to May- 
bell Whipple’s Davey Whipple, from 
South Lyon, Michigan. 

With long entry lists in all perform- 
ance categories, winning places in the 
Fort Worth contests was a source of 
satisfaction to exhibitors, many of 
whom came from considerable dis- 
tances. 

The second place junior cutting 
winner, Talley Up, owned by W. F. 
Martin, came from Cimarron, New 
Mexico. Third went to Tony Davis of 
Tyler for Beaver’s Patsy’s work, while 
B. A. Skipper, Jr., won a fourth for

The runner-up in junior roping was 
Char-Lin Priss, a James E. Rogers 
entry from Dallas. Bob Hankla came 
from Pueblo, Colo., to win third with 
Kutch and the Wetumka, Okla., 
horse, Star Jr’s Joie, won a fourth for 
the Meadors and Oliphant ranch. 

Don McLaughlin, the rodeo win- 
ner, won a second in senior roping for 
the job Pete’s Cowboy helped him do, 
while Randy G. Moore, Omaha, 
Texas, took third in that class, aided 
by Toad Wheeler. The fourth place 
horse was Zoom, a Ralph Stone entry 
from: Marlow, Okla. 

R. A. Moore’s Vinton, La., entry, 
Hank Man, won second in junior 
reining. Billy Bull, a Boettcher-Gar- 
rett entry from East Bernard was 
third. Dr. D. G. Strole’s Abilene 
horse, Bit O’Bandido was fourth. 

The Dallas entry of Mary Jo 
Schrock, Tiny Tot, won her a second 
in senior reining, with the A. O. Phil- 
lips champion, Poco Debbie taking 
third. J. W. Oglesby, Jr., accepted a 
fourth place ribbon for the showing 
of his Jonesboro entry, Motor Scooter.

Fort Worth—Feb. 8—Harry Tomp- 
kins of Dublin, Texas, who started 
rodeoing in Peekskill, New York, won 
a total of $3,675 at the 10-day Fort 
Worth rodeo, giving him a command- 
ing lead in the RCA’s 1960 all- 
around standings. 

With one month of the rodeo year 
gone, Tompkins has won $6,057 at 
the three rodeos he’s entered. At Fort 
Worth he won the bull riding, worth 
$3,106 and placed on one bareback 
bronc for a total of $3,675. It was his 
second consecutive bull riding win. 
In January he captured the contest 
at Denver. 

World champion bull rider in 1948, 
°49, °50 and °52, the slight, short 
Tompkins has in recent years been 
unable to get through the grueling 
eleven-month rodeo season without 
crippling injuries. Last year he led 
for both all around and bull riding 
honors until May, when a torn knee 
knocked him out of competition until 
the final six weeks of the year. 

Ft. Worth results opened up leads 
in the standings for all other events, 
too, most of them dominated by 
southern cowboys. Guy Weeks, Abi- 
lene, Tex. heads the saddle bronc 
riders. He split fourth in the finals 
in that event at Ft. Worth, won $545. 
Weeks also won $1,161 roping calves, 
placing him fourth in total winnings 
with $3,755 this year. 

A 27-year-old Oklahoma steer 
wrestler in his sophomore year of pro 
competition moved well in front of 
all others in that event. Jim Painter, 
McAlester, placed second at Ft. 
Worth, adding $1,346 to the whop-

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It takes some training to show at halter too 


halter 
that 
ring. 


If you’ve been to many 
shows lately you’ve seen horses 
wouldn’t behave in the show 
One thing to remember is that it 
takes some ‘training for a horse to 
show good at halter as well as in per- 
formance 

Obediance is not something 
judge in a halter show, but it 
counts when you want to show a 
judge what kind of action your horse 
has. The judge should get to see how 
the horse responds to trotting, then 
a quick stop and then turning around. 

If your horse stammers away off 
yonder just turning around, he 
doesn’t have much action. Or at least 
that’s how he looks. 

I tell people they ought to work 
that horse in a pen or out in a pas- 
ture just like they were at a halter 
show. Not the day before the show 
but a lot of times before they go. 

If you just keep your pony in the 
stall all the time, brush him and feed 
him and bathe him—well, he 
feeling so good he can’t stay on the 
eround. It’d just be almost impossible 
for him to keep still. And the better 
mannered your is in the show 
ring, the better you’ll show him. 

You let him have his way for a 
year or so, then get to a show and 
expect him to stand up there at at- 
tention, he just won’t do it. A grown 
stud, for instance, can just walk off 
with you. I’ve seen them do it and it 
can be plenty embarassing. Especially 
if they scratch up some other horses 
while they’re at it. 

A stallion should sure have on a 
halter he respects, one you can man- 
age him with. I mean one with a nose 
band with metal on it, one you can 
slap on top of his nose or under his 
chin if he won’t behave. Some people

won’t make their horse behave _ be- 
cause they think so much of him. 
They're maybe afraid someone will 
think they’re mean to the horse. They 
may get home and beat the dickens 
out of that horse but they won’t do 
it in public. You right off 
that they don’t make him mind. 

Here’s what you'll have to do in 
the show ring, so it’s what you can 
work on at home before you go: 

The horse should be led by your 
side until he’ll do it at a fast walk 
and a trot. When you stop, he should 
stop too—straight. You ought to be 
able to back him straight also. Sounds 
easy but with a young horse it takes 
quite a bit of practice, doing it as 
though you were really showing him. 

Now walk him away from some- 
body who’s playing like they were a 
judge, walk him about 20 yards, turn 
him around and trot him back. Do it 
a couple of times, turning one time 
to the left and once to the right. 
Doesn’t matter which way you turn 
him first—but get him so he’ll turn 
both ways easy. Make sure he’ll stop 
straight from both walk and trot in 
front of this judge. 

See if he can stand still very long. 
In a show he’ll have to stand there 
long enough for the judge to see all 
the horses. No judge likes to see 
horses rub against either people or 
other horses. I like to see him stand 
there like he was a horse, not trying 
to make love to somebody. 

One thing that can help a lot of 
horses show better is how the person 
acts who’s showing them. If you just 
sort of shuffle along there, your horse 
may take it easy too. He might look 
like he’s trying to graze. 

But if you walk at attention, 
than likely your horse will too.
